whe n Malibran retu rned to England 
from New York and made her debu t 
a t Birmingham at the mu sic festival 
as Malibran Garcia. 
Miss Baton had 
already become a favorite there and 
was allowed to choose her own songs 
and sing as many as she pleased, 
where as Malibran was compelled to 
sing only what was assigned to her. 
Garcia bore the Indignity with su ch 
patience as sin- cou ld command u ntil 
one morning site saw the annou nce 
ment that Miss Baton wou ld sing six- 
songs 
that 
evening 
and 
that 
she 
wou ld sing bu t two. Then It 
was 
that, realizing that mu ch of her su c­ 
cess for the season in England depend 
ed on her having a better place in de ­ 
program. she stormed the directors.

The 
performance commenced. 
Home on© 
sang, then Brahain followed, and final­ 
ly cam e Miss Baton. 
As u su al, she 
war- heartily received 
Then Malibran 
came forward amid many plau dits, u n­ 
dou btedly agitated at 
the applau se, 
ami stood f< r a minu te with her anna 
folded and her eyes ou the grou nd. 
There was a piano near tin* foot­ 
lights. and the mu sic stool stood at 
the back of the stage. Malibran 
stood 
near the (nano, bu t did not tou ch a 
key. while in a manner u ntil then u n­ 
known in 
England she warbled the 
well known aria ‘T u a voce pore fa.” 
Peal followed peal of applau se, and 
when the condu ctor came to lead Mali 
bran aw a y the cries of encore were so 
lou d as to make him retreat, and again 
Malibran was in the hands of the a u ­ 
dience 
For some time the applau se con tin* 
u ed and finally died away. 
When all 
wgs silence Malibran started u p su d­ 
denly, made a pretty obeisance, hastily 
ran to the back part of the stage and 
brou ght ou t a piarto stool. Then, mo­ 
tioning to the orchestra not to play, 
she played a prelu dio and then an ac­ 
companiment to the song she had ju st, 
given. 
Bu t that was not all. 
When 
she came within a note or two of the 
conclu sion she pau sed, cast a look at 
tlx* wings, where the mystified direct­ 
or stood, lau ghingly shook her head 
and to the delight of the au dience and 
the am azement of the directors com­ 
menced a new song.

There never was a more enthu sias­ 
tic ovation to a singer in Birmingham,

English, and the resu lt was that she 
occu pied so mu ch time that the nerv­ 
ou sly waiting Miss Baton sang only 
two songs instead of six! 
There was a lively scene behind the 
cu rtain when Malibran at length re­ 
tired.

(fu med and cried. "M adam , you have 
played u ^ an astonishing trick!" she 
only smiled and said. "I mid you that 
1 wou ld right myself if you wronged 
tne—and I did."- New York Boat.

original plans of the capltol called for 
a st atu e <0 su rmou nt the dome, Pu t no 
title was then given it, and c om pa r a ­ 
tively few people know' the real name 
of tlie statu e. 
Seeking this Information, a Bu st re 
porter Interrogated a nu mber of per
